Again there was a long explanation, many 
evasive answers, and then, tired out, the wit- 
ness admitted that this was practically so. 
Witness reluctantly admitted that unless 
@ dealer binds himself hand and foot under 
one of the factors agreements he cannot buys 
sugar and sell it at a profit. Senator Lexow 
produced a copy of the rate book, which fixes 
the freight charges on sugar, and the re- 
bates allowed. 


Equality Rate Book: 

It was shown that the “Equality Rate 
Book ” governed the “ factors” of the trust 
and the “‘compétitors”’ as well, and that 
theré is really ho competition allowed in 
any Way. But Mr. Post insisted upon oath 
that there is no agreement between the trust 
and his companies. No man, acknowledged 
Mr. Post, can make any profit unless he is 
a “ factor ”’ of the sugar kings. 

Senator Lexow wanted to know how, if the 
same principle was applied to all other busi- 
nesses, there could be any competition in 
any business in. the United States. Mr. 
Post answered that he thought it would be 
better for the people to have such the case. 
He believed, he said, that the public was 
benefited by the plan adopted by the sugar 
refiners. ° 

The “* Equality Rate Book,” it was brought 
out, put the sale of sugar on an equality 
everywhere. No grocer can, under its rules, 
sell sugar ut a greater or less profit than the 
refiners think is proper. The rules embrace 
freight rates, and no grocer is permitted to 
take advantage of a lower freight rate than 
his neighbor can obtain. 


Thinks a Trust Proper. 

Mr. Post said in so many words that his 
contracts and the equality rate book was to 
*‘restrict competition among grocers.” He 
thought it perfectly proper that the trust 
and his companies finally should refuse to 
sell sugar to any one not agreeing to con- 
duct his business according to their rules. 
He acknowledged that the “ competitors ”’ 
permitted their “factors” to accept the 
trusts quotations from day to day as their 
own, showing that there is no variation in 
prices. He finally acknowledged that his 
companies had recently adopted the “ af- 
fidavit’’ plan, by which grocers are bound 
by oath to sell sugar according to the re- 
finers’ rules. The reason the affidavits were 
adopted was because some brokers other- 
wise would undersell their fellow-brokers. 

Mr. Searles was then called to the starfd 
and reminded he had previously testified 
sugar was depressed at one time last year. 
Mr. Searles answered he did not think there 
had been any depression of importance. 
Last year there were hard times, but’ the 
margin of profit to the refineries had in- 
creased. It had steadily increased dur-

has recommended a new deal at $400 a ton. 

Under these circumstances a great breeze 
was kicked up in the trade yesterday when 
the Illinois Steel company put in a’bid at 
not to exceed $240 and announced that it 
would build a $3,500,000 mill to make the 
plate if it got the contract. 


Slash Carnegie’s Profits Anyliow. 


If the Chicago concern does not get the 
plum it will have the satisfaction of seeing 
its greatest rival in the steel-rail business 
deprived of over half its revenue from mak- 
ing armor plate. 

At present Carnegie’s Homestead plant and 
the Bethlehem iron works are the sole mak- 
ers of armor plate in America. They have 
been able to secure big prices for their work. 
The only hope of other concerns lies in a long 
contract, and this weapon has been grasped 


‘with zeal by the Ilinois Steel company. 


It is said that if the Secretary of the Navy 
is authorized to makea twenty-year contract 
the Western company will bid considerably 
below the maximum figure of $240. 

It is expected the Carnegies will make a 
terrific fight against any proposition to con- 
tract for a ‘term of years.’ Their partisans 
will hold that Congress has no authority to 
bind its successors, but, as a matter of fact, 
this4is done every day, and as contracts for 
a Ship are let there would seem to be no 
reason why contracts for armor plate fora 
half dozen ships should not be let at the same 
time. 

President John W. Gates of the Illinois 
Steel company and Mr. Elwood went to 
Washington last week, and the Lorimer bill 
was introduced with their sanction, and un- 
der their supervision. 


Vice-President Foote Pleased. 


First Vice-President Charles H. Foote of 
the Western concern was pleased yesterday 
when he learned that the bill had been 
launched in the House. He said: 

“Of course, I was expecting it. I thought 
a resolution would be introduced authorizing 
the Secretaries of War and the Navy to 
close a contract with us at $240aton.

The belief is still widespread in Eurepe 
that Greece has not followed the defiant 
policy of the last few days without the 
secret assurance from some quartem that 
she is not to be allowed to suffer for her 
apparent foolhardiness. It is, of course, im-

phase spontaneously. It is easy see how 
the Sultan might profit by créating fresh 
complications and difficulties in the hope of 
warding off the disciplinary measures which 
have been so long preparing, but it is by no 
means obvious how anybody else will bene- 
fit by the warlike events of the last few 


days. 
Plan Hatched by Salisbury. 


I feel justified in calling attention to a 
highly interesting report bearing upon*this 
point, which was diseussed today in the 
usually well-informed circle of London bank- 
ers.

A fortnight ago Salisbury became fearful 
that one or more of the powers, which had 


yielded acquiescence to. England’s proposal

European Concert Is a Sham...’ 

A fresh emergency such as the Crétran 
crisis would demonstrate pretty conclusive- 
ly the correctness of Salisbury’s views. It 
would at all events compel the powers to do 
what they have not done before-namely: 
take some definite joint action which would 
show that the European concert is some- 
thing more than the sham it apparently has 
been for eighteen months! It wag not neces- 
sary for more than a hint to this effect to 
reach the ears of King George to have such 
a result as the world is now witnessing. 

Salisbury Is Not Criticised. 

Those who discussed the story in London 
today did not altogether discredit it, nor 
did they criticise Salisbury very severely 
for the diplomatic subterfuge thus imputed 
to him. NX 

Salisbury’s language in*the House of Lords 
today regarding the situdtion was by no 
means directed towards Greece,‘but he in- 
sisted with great vigor on the perfect har- 
mony among the powers, which is the only 
essential thing as far as Europe at large 
is concerned.

There is no dmubt that Greece’s action in 
defying the powers is based on the fact that 
she has the backing of Russia. With sucha 
strong ally as the Czar Grecian officials feel 
that they have nothing to fear. 

The royal houses of Russia and Greece 
are closely upited. King George of Greece 
and the Dowager Empress of Russia are 
brother and sister. The Czar is, there- 


‘fore, the nephew of the King of Greecé. 


The Czar and his first cousin, Prince George 
of Greece, are warm friends. When the 
Czar, before he ascended the throne, and 
Prince George made their tour around the 
world together the Russian’s life was saved 


. by the Crown Prince of Greece. While they 


were inspecting a temple in Japan a fanat- 


ical soldier attacked the Czarowitz and cut 


his head with a sword. Prince George 
sprang to the defense of his cousin and saved 
his life by felling the Japanese to the ground, 


Situation Is Strained. 

The Cretan situation Is still very strained, 
and no-one cah quite say what the end will 
be.

IASIGI'S ARREST MAY BE A MISTAKE. 


Turkish Minister Protests to the State 
Department Against the Pro- 
ceedings. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—According to 
the officials of the State Department, the 
New York police authorities who arrested 
and the Magistrate who committed Joseph 
Iasigi, the Turkish Consul at Boston, last 
Saturday night have made grave mistake 
and must undo their acts, which were un- 
lawful.

Bey, has lodged with the State Department 
a protest against the proceedings, and, while 
the department is still looking up authori- 
ties and studying precedents, it has already 
been -practically concluded that the arrest 


was illegal. 

The Constitution and laws provide express- 
ly that a foreign Consul can be tried only 
under Federal process and before @ Federal 
court. He is not exempt from prosecution 
like a diplomatic officer, but he has this 
privilege, and so far as the information in 
the hands of the department shows this has 
been. denied. him.- « -

to be a hopeless cynic to deny the power of 
her acting in the scenes that she graces. 

It is a five-act play of an impracticable 
jength. Fegrtunately it is as/strong as. it 
is long, and holds the interest to the erd. 
The principal figures are Mathilde and her 
betrothed husband, Count de Fournier—a 
part acceptably filled by Mr. Hartwig. 


Genesis of.the Plot. 

The first scene is a piece of roaring melo- 
drama, depicting extremely well the royster- 
ing scenes among the bloodthirsty sans 
culottes at the outbreak of the revolution. 
The act cleverly concentrates all the lines 
of action upon the neighboring castle of the 
Duke de Louvet, and the second act brings 
them together in the betrothal of Mathilde 
and the Count. The villain of the play, in 
the person of the Deputy Grebauval. here 
shows his nefarious hand by being present 
at the ceremony and ordering the arrest of 
the lover, having aspirations himself for the 
hand of the fair Mathilde. 

Not until the third act does Miss Nethersole 
have any considerable part in the acting, 
and the fact that the interest is neverthe- 
less uniformly cumulative is certainly cred- 
itable to the supporting company. At the 
close of the third act there is a fine dramatic 
climax, in which Mathilde *epulses the ad- 
vances of Grebauval, and his offers of free- 
dom for her father and mother, if she will 
marry him. The heroine in this case does 
not exactly “avaunt” the villain, but her 
exclamation amounts to the same thing: 
* Death Is bliss compared with the condi- 
tions of life you offer.’’ In this high key the 
whole is pitched, and it is maintained so well 
that only occasionally does one note the 
unnatural quaver of interest that betrays the 
unsustained melodrama. . 

Vivid Bit of Revolution. 


The fourth act is tremendous in its way. 
One of the minor roles is that of Marie Bruy- 
set, the daughter of one of the revolution- 
ists, but a friend of Mathilde and her lover. 
To her room in the garret of her father’s 
house Mathilde makes her escape from her 
persecutor, and here her lover chances to 
meet her on his escape from prison—as such 
things do chance so delightfully in the world 
of romance. It is Marie’s lover who has se- 
cured the Count de Fournier's é¢scape, and 


thilde cries out to Marie in her gratitude to 
Jaffray, “ Kiss him, kiss him,’’ is a delight-

The part in which Mathilde is put to tor- 
ture by the sight of her father on his way 
to the guillotine, with the option of their 
death or her marriage to Grebauval, is pow- 
erful in conception and no less powerfully 
acted. And the final hand-to-hand struggle 
between Grebauval and De Fournier, ‘in 
which the life-long hatred between the half- 
brothers culminates in Grebauval’s death, 
is a fitting climax. 

Climax of the Play. 

The final act is a difficult one, both for 
Mr. Hartwig and for Miss Nethersole. 
Though the climax of the play is passed, this 
act is one in which Miss Nethersole shows 
her powers at their best. Mathilde is called 
before her lover, who is disguised as the 
dead Grebauval, and i# temporarily insane 
under the fearful strain. Here Miss Nether- 
sole’s fine grasp of her subject is vividly 
apparent. Her sudden transitions from 
semi-lucidity to insanity are startlingly 
real. Not the least satisfactory point about 
the play is that the final curtain is a hope- 
ful and not a tragic one. 

Despite its melodramatic violence of action 
“A Daughter of France”’ is a play of real 
dignity and worth. It gives a fair idea of 
the tremendous scenes of the French revolu- 
tion, and possesses not a little of the genuine 
tragic thrill.

AMONG THE BOOKS OF THE DAY. 


E. W. Hornung’s “A Bride from the 
Bush” Another Clever ‘Angio- 
Australian Story. 


USTRALIA is be- 
ginning to claim 
something like its 
fair share of attention 
in: the cosmopolitan 
world of fiction, and 
E. W. Hornung is one 
of the most success- 
ful delineators of 
bush life. His pretty 
little story, “‘ A Bride 
from the Bush,” 
whicm the Scribners 
have just added to 
their Ivory Series, 
tends to confirm the 
impression of un- 
usual strength left by ** A Rogue’s March.” 

“A Bride from the Bush ”’ is not large or 
pretentious, but it is genuine and thoroughly 
pleasing. It is an ideal hammock book for 
a& summer day. Mr. Hornung has cleverly 
brought the wild Australian atmosphere 
into contrast and conflict with the eminent 
respectability of London’s aristocratic set. 
The result is partly humorous, partly tragic, 
and altogether novel and interesting. 

It was as if a bomb had burst on the 
breakfast table of Lord and-Lady Bligh 
when they opened the letter of their im- 
petuous and affectionate son announcing that 
he was bringing home a bride from his so- 
journ on an Australian cattle run. Alfred’s 
brother, Granville, was especially sarcastic 
in his comments. , But when the bride 
actually arrived on the grounds with a 
‘‘ Hoo-jolly-ray!”” the worst had apparently 
come to pass. 

Gladys is a whole-souled, enthusiastic 
daughter of the wildest Australia. This 
does not mean that she is kin to the black 
boys, for even the sneering Granville has to 
admit that she is strikingly beautiful. Butit 
does mean that she is kith and kin of ‘the 
Australian cowboy. In fact, she’ is a sort 
of feminine cowboy herself, as she shows 
by her talk and by the humorous incident 
at the barn the morning after her arrival. 
Producing a long stock-whip from her trunk 
she proceeds to crack it in a style to make 
the coachman’s eyes bulge, and, growing 
excited, she first takes a clip at the stable 
boy’s hat and then turhS and deftly lifts off 
the hat of an approaching stranger with her 
lash, The stranger proves to be her august 
father-in-law. 

But it must not be imagined of account 
of this and similar indiscretions that Alfred’s 
bride is either a fool or an upstart. She 
is néither, as thé atithor skillfully shows in 
various ways as the narrative preceeds. She 
is as wide-awake and as sensible as the 
Sarcastic Granville himself—a fact which 
that gentleman in time discovers. ~ Only 
when she gets to talking of Australia does 
she lose her head and talk slang and broach 
topics that send the chills’ down the backs 
of her husband and his aristocratic family. 

The character of Granville is: almost as 
well drawn as that of Gladys... When he asks 
with veiled sarcasm whether the Australian 
legislators are all convicts, and seeks en- 
lightenment on the meaning of. the term 
‘“‘new chum ” (a tenderfoot fool) he gets an 
unexpected hot shot. She suddenly turns 
the game by advising him to go to Australia: 
“There are the makings of such a splendid 
‘new chum’ in you; you’re thrown away in 
England.’”’ 

Of course Granville had to have his re- 
venge, for “he had not yet learned to take 
without a twinge what he gave without @ 
qualm; for a smart and aggressive young 
man he was simply absurdedly sensitive.” 
And his revenge consists in luring the girl 
into all sorts of conversational indiscre- 
tions. But in spite of these her évident at- 
tempts to be proper win the love of the rest 
of the family. The final thinder-clap 
comes, however, when Gladys suddenly dis- 
graces the family at the races, in the very 
presence of royalty, by leaping from the 
carriage and uttering a shrill ** Coo-eé!” to 
attract the‘attention of an Australian girl 
friend who is riding by. : 

Mr. Hornung cleverly holds one’s 
sympathies for the young woman, while re- 
fraining from any tinge of criticism against 
the conventionalities that are crushing the 
life out of her untamed spirit. The growing 
coldness of the scandalized family, coupled 
with her husband’s constant attitude of 
apologizing for her, finally makes her home- 
sickness insupportable. The tragic turn is 
given to the tale with a deft hand, and 
Alfred suddenly finds himself searching for 
a lost wife and finding nothing but a hat 
and a jacket in the Thames. q, 

The interest is cleverly sustained while 
Granville is doing the detective act, and 
when he finally burst in upon his distracted 
brother with the news that Gladys is alive 
but has sailed for Australia the situation 
is quite dramatic. Alfred’s illness, his sail- 
ing for Australia, his ride through the sand 
storm, and his finding of his bride in the 
guise of a boundary rider of the Yelkin pad- 
dock, with the final announcement that they 
will both live their lives in Australia, con- 
stitutes a satisfactory end of a pleasing 
story.

Senator Lexow wanted to know why the

are idie. Mr. Searles said the Baltimore re- 
finery allowed a saving on freight. He ac- 
know ed he didn’t yet know what would 
‘pe done with the Camden refinery. 
He also acknowledged that only two of 
the four companies owned by the trust in 
phia are running, but said the trust 
must be prepared to meet a greater demand 
at some periods during the year. 


> Better Buy than Build. 


The trust, he said, is building no new re- 
fineries, and he could not say why all the 
acquisitions of the trust had been in the 
line of competing concerns. “It is better 
business to purchase such refineries than to 
build them,”’ he said, quietly, in answer to 
one of Senator Lexow’s questions. The 
trust’s business, he said, is increasing every 

to the extent of about one refinery, but 
nevertheless the trust had never built a new 
factory, and every plant acquired had been 
g competing one. 

It waa like pulling teeth to get the answers 
from the sugar king. He talked glibly 
enough, but much of the talk told absolutely 
nothin His memory was conveniently at 
fault quite often, too. He conceded that 
the trust buys about 80 per cent of the raw 

imported. It keeps on hand from 
000 to 300,000 tons of raw sugar. The 
trust speculates in this raw material to 

extent. If any money is made it goes 
into the trust’s treasury and is paid out in 
dividends and profits. 

Very unwillingly the witness said the 
books of the company “‘ might ’’ show what 

fits had accrued from raw sugar specu- 

Caos. He said there had originally been 
about 100 stockholders in the sugar tru.t. 

. These increased to about 3,000 stockholders 
and then the American Sugar Refining com- 
pany of New Jersey was formed. There 
are now over 9,000 stockholders, he said. 

Senator Lexow wanted to know why a 
company capitalized at $7,000,000, with only

CARNEGIE MILLS IN FULL OPERATION. 


Company Books 50,000 Tons of Rails, 
It Is Said, at 818—Carnegie Re- 
turns to New York. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 15.—[{Special.]—At the 
offices of the Carnegie Steel company today 
it Was stated that rails were selling at $17.50 
and $18 and the price would not go below 
the former figure. Shortly after midnight 
last night the old and new rail mills of the 
Carnegie-Braddock plant were put in full 
operation. 

The new rail mill has been making steel 
billets for some time and the old rail mill 
has been lying idle. It is claimed by the 
officials of the company that the employés 
working on the sliding scale for tonnage, 
which has been operative the last five or 
Six years,. will be able to make better wages 
this year on the orders received during the 
steel battle the last week than they did last 
year with rails at $25 and $28. 

In the new rail mill the company can make 
two thirty-foot rails every second. It is 
reported that on Saturday the Carnegie 
company booked orders for 50,000 tons at 
$18. Chairman H. C. Frick today denied the 
story from Chicago that the Carnegie com- 
pany was the first to cut prices. He said 
they had no desire to get into a con- 
troversy with the LIllinois concern. Andrew 
Carnegie, who came here to direct the fight, 
has gone back to New York. 


WILLIAM P. ST. JOHN PASSES AWAY. 


New York Banker and Treasurer of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee Dies Suddenly. 


New York, Feb. 15.—William P. St. John, 
ex-President of the Mercantile National 
Bank and Treasurer of the Democratic Na- 
tional committee, died suddenly at his home 
in this city last night. Mr. St. John died of 
a complication of kidney and stomach trou- 
bles. 

William Pope St. John was bornin Mobile, 
Ala., in 1847. He came to this city whena 


young man, and soon took charge of the 
credit department of the old sugar trust. 
Then he became interested in the Mercantile 
National Bank, and eventually became 
President of that institution. 

At nearly all gatherings to discuss mone- 
tary problems Mr. St. John was an easily 
recognized figure. His tendency towards 
free silver sentiments was the reason for 
much comment among his fellow-bankers 
in this city, and when last year he accepted 
the office of Treasurer of the allied silver 
forces he resigned his position as President 
of the bank. On the first of the year Mr. St. 
John was dropped as a director of the Mer- 
cantile National and Second National Banks 
of this city. In December last he became a 
member of the Produce Exchange. 


Funeral of Frederick H. Prince. 

The funeral of Frederick H. Prince, who 
died at Clear Water, Fla., last Saturday, 
will be held from the family residence, No.

“Would your company seek the other 
nations as customers if you began the man- 
ufacture of armor plate?” 

“ American manufacturers have been suc- 
cessful in selling other countries and there 
is no reason why we could not be. We could 
offer reasonable figures to all the countries 
that require armor plate, and armored ships 
are in demand everywhere now. The Cretan- 
Turkish affair will increase the demand, 

“Of course, it would be necessary for us 
to construct a special plant if we go into the 
business. We make ship iron and heavy 
plate iron at our works now, but, of course, 
notifing nearly so heavy as armor plate, 
which runs to a great thickness. 

** No one controls any patents that would 
prevent our engaging in the business and, 
as we would have to come up to govern- 
ment specifications in our work, we would 
not think of going into the business unless 
we know we could turn out the work,” 

**How much would the new plant nequire 
for its construction?” 


Plant Probably at South Chicago. 

“Not less than $3,500,000. Besides the 
buildings costly and ponderous machinery 
would have to be made especially. Sucha 
plant would require plenty of space, say 
fifty to seventy-five acres of land. I could 
not say where the plant would be erected, 
but we have lots of ground in South Chi- 
cago.”’ 

‘*How soon could you begin turning out 
plate if you get the contract? ” 

‘‘In not less than a year. The buildings 
and machinery would have to be constructed, 
but we can do those things in Chicago about 
as rapidly as they can any place on earth. 

‘Once constructed the plant’ would give 
employment to from 2,000 to 2,500 men, 
which would be regular just as long as the 
government needed armor plate. The wages 
would be good, transportation facilities 
would have to be increased by land and 
Water, and there would be a general increase 
in*business all around. 

‘* With the contract signed we would begin 
work without delay and would have our 
plant ready within a year. 

“‘“The undertaking would not involve an 
increase of our capitalization. We have 
everything we need to go ahead. I have not 
the exact figures at hand, but the demand 
for armor plate is growing, and was greater 
during the five years just past than ever 
before.”’ 

Text of the Lorimer Bill. 

The bill, as introduced by Congressman 
Lorimer yesterday, is as follows: 

‘‘Sec. 1. That the Secretary of the Navy 
be and he hereby is authorized and em- 
powered to enter into a contract with any 
responsible American manufacturer for the 
purchase of armor plate for use in the con- 
struction of such armored vessels as are 
now or may hereafter be authorized by Con- 
gress. 

‘Such contract shall provide for the pay- 
ment by the United States for such armor 
plate so purchased of a price not exceeding 
$240 per ton delivered at any navy yard, 
shipbuilding yard, or other place as may be 
designated by the Secretary of the Navy. 

“Such contract shall also provide that 
no payment shall be made for said armor 
plate until the same has stood such tests as 
may be required by the Secretary of the 
Navy, or as may hereafter be provided by 
law. 


To Advertise for Bids. 

“Sec. 2. Before any such contract shall 
be entered. into by the Secretary of the Navy 
said Secretary shall advertise for bids or 
proposals for furnishing such quantities of 
armor plate as the United States may re- 
quire from year to year from July 1, 1898, to 
July 1, 1918. All such bids or proposals shall 
be accompanied by duly certified check on 
some national bank of the United States for 
the sum of $100,000, as security that if such 
bid or proposal is accepted by the Secretary 
of the Navy, the bidder will enter into bonds 
to the satisfaction of the Secretary of the 
Navy for the faithful performance of such 
contract as may be awarded to such bidder; 
and if the -bid of any such bid- 
der shall’ be accepted by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy and such bidder 
shall fail for sixty days thereafter to enter 
into a good and sufficient bond to the satis- 
faction of the Secretary of the Navy for the 
faithful performance of said contract, said 
certified check shall be forfeited to the gov- 
ernment. 

Plan for Soliciting Proposals. 

“Sec. 3. The advertisement above pro- 
vided for shall be inserted in at least one 
daily newspaper, published in not less than 
five nor more than fifteem of the principal 
cities of the United States, and shall be pub- 
lished daily for thirty consecutive days. 

‘All bids shall be opened by and under 
the direction of the Secretary of the Navy, 
and said Secretary may accept any erreject 
any or all bids which may be made under 
such advertisements. It shall be his duty 
to readvertise in the same manner as herein 
above provided. 

Inspection of the Product. 

‘Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, in and by such con- 
tracts, to provide for such inspections of 
said armor plate while the same is being 
manufactured or after the same is completed 
and ready for delivery, as, in the judgment 
of said Secretary, may be necessary or 
proper to protect the interests of the United 
States. 

Penalty for Delayed Delivery. 

** Sec. 5. All such contracts entered into 
by tlre Secretary of the Navy, as herein above 
provided, shall contain a provision that 
should the bidder to whom such contracts 
shall be awarded be in default of delivery of 
such armor plate or any part thereof for 
thirty days after the time provided for de- 
livery by the terms of such contract, the 
said bidder shall pay to the United States 
as liquidated damages the sum of $100 per 
ton upon each and every ton of armor plate 
not so delivered as required by the contract. 

Secretary to Prescribe the Form. 

‘Sec. 6. All advertisements or contracts 
which may be made or entered into under the 
provisions of this act shall be in such form 
as may be prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Navy.”’ 


COUP 15 A SENSATION AT WASHINGTON 


Navy Department Deeply Interested in 
the Plan to Reduce the Cost 
of Armor Piate.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—[{Special.}— 
By their action In transferring the seat of 
war between the great steel companies from 
Chicago to Washington, the representatives 
of the Illinois Steel company have created a 


genuine sensation both in Congress and in. 


the Navy Department. The visit of Mr. 
Gates and Mr. Elwood here as representa- 
tives of the Chicago company, resulting in 
the bombshell fired by Congressman Lori- 
mer at their instigation, caused a great sen- 
sation. 

After consultation with the Chicago men 
Lorimer learned that armor plate could be 
furnished to the government at a cost not to 
exceed $240 per ton, whereas now the Car. 
negies have been getting $563 a ton. Mr, 
Gates declared that if the government would 
only go to the extent of making a contract 
for a term of years any steel company could 
furnish the armor at half the present cost 
and still make an abundant profit, It was 
figured out that the necesary plant would 
probably cost but if a contract 
were entered into to supply steel armor 
plate to the government for a period of twen- 
ty years the return on the capital invested 
would be sufficient to justify any syadicate 

corporation in making a bid.

The minute the bill was introduced mem- 
bers of the House became aware of the fact 
that it was the latest step in the war to the 
knife between the great steel companies. 
The question of armor plate is now before 
the Naval committee, and the result of the 
Lorimer bill will be inevitably to cut down 
the price paid to the Carnegies and possibly 
to turn over the contract for all government 
ships hereafter to a Western conipany. 

Mr. Gates has deciared his readiness to 
appear before Secretary Herbert and offer 
to make a twenty-year contract gn the terms 
stipulated by the bill. He says the Car- 
negies have been growing enormously rich 
out of their government contracts, and the 
only thing which prevents his and other 
companies from entering into competition, is 
the fact that it does not pay to makea plant 
sufficiently large to compete for the govern- 
ment work unless assurances can be given 
that enough contracts will be awarded to 
make the invesiment a paying one. 

Naval Committee Chairman Interested. 

Chairman Boutelle of the Naval commit- 
tee was at once interested in the Lorimer 
bill when he found that it was backed up 
by a responsible corporation which is per- 
fectly ready to make the bids on the terms 
specified. 

The bill introduced by Representative Lor- 
imer is such a radical departure from 
previous governmental methods and is so 
backed up by the presence cf representatives 
of a big steel Company on the ground that 
there was a scramble for copies of it, and 
the printed records tomorrow probably will 
be soon exhausted. 


OPPOSED TO GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP, 


House Naval Subcommittee Not in 
Favor of United States Manufact- 
uring Its Own Armor Plate. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—The subcom- 
mittee of the Committee on Naval Affairs of 
“the House is agreed not to follow the proposal 
of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, 
to fix the maximum price of armor-plate at 
$400 with the alternative, if the companies 
decline to furnish the plate at that figure, of 
the government securing a plant at the maxi- 
mum cost of $1,500,000 and manufacturing 
its own plate. 

The subcommittee is firmly of the opinion 
that it would be as unwise to attempt to fix 
a limit of cost of armor-plate as to attempt 
to fix the price of any other material which 
enters into the construction of our warships. 

Still the subcommittee is deeply sensible 
that the investigation conducted by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy shows that the govern- 
ment has paid too much for armor-plate. 

Until the question of price of armor-plate 
is determined nothing will be done with that 
of authorizing new ships in the naval Dill. 
The general belief appears to be now that no 
new battleships will be authorized. 


LORIMER DOESN'T ALARM CARNEGIE. 


Officers of the Company Declare the 
Bill to Regulate Price of Armer 
Plate Is Ridiculous. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 15.—[{Special.]—The 
officers of the Carnegie Steel company are 
not scared by Representative Lorimer’s bill 
authorizing the Secretary of the Navy to 
make contracts for armor plate for war ves- 
sels for twenty years at a cost to the govern- 
ment of not over $240 perton. They think 
the bill is intended to benefit the Illinois 
Steel company, which, they believe, wants 
the armor-plate business. 

Chairman H. C. Frick refused to express 
an opinion on the bill. Former President 
John G. A, Leishman said: 

“The proposition to furnish armor-plate 
that would be suitable for the American 
battleships at such a price is ridiculous. 
There never has been anything to prevent 
any steel company going into the armor- 
plate business. It is just as impossible to 
fix one price on armor-plate as it would be 
to make one price on every house or horse. 
We can make armor-plate for $240 per ton, 
but not the kind the government wants or 
requires. It would not answer for first- 
class. vessels, and in view of this would it 
not be absurd for the government to try 
to fix such a price? 

‘We have secret #¢ processes that no 
other concern possesses. The process of 
harveyizing plates is possessed only by two 
companies in the world—ours and the 
Bethlehem Steel company. We also have 
secret methods of reforging plates. Other 
processes might be invented, of course, but 
their practicability would take years of 
labor.”’ 


HOPKINS SECRETS MAY COME OUT. 


A. &. Trude Brings Suit Against W. C. 
Asay and Lydon & Drews That 
Promise to Be of Interest.

Some of the secrets of the Hopkins admin- 
istration may come out on the trial of two 
assumpsit suits, which were begun in the 
Curcuit Court yesterday by A. 8.° Trude. 
The first suit was for $500 on a note, which 
was given by William C. Asay to Mr. Trude 
and indorsed by Mayor Hopkins. There is 
a dispute as to the amount due. 

The other suit was for $15,000 against 
Lydon & Drews, the contractors on the Hyde 
Park tunnel, for the professional services 
of Mr. Trude in effecting a settlement of 
a claim against the city under the Hopkins 
administration. Mr. Lydon is a cousin of 
the then Mayor. 

When asked the meaning of the sults, Mr.

The note has nothing to do with politics 
and was given before the beginning of Mayor 
Hopkins’ administration. 

‘‘As to the other suit, however, which Mr. 
Trude has begun against Lydon & Drews, 
that surprises me somewhat, although I had 
heard indirectly he was contemplating such 
action. I am not at liberty to speak on the 
subject which it concerhs, but I can say that 
it will be highly interesting when it comes 
to trial.”’ 

The ex-Mayor. refused to discuss the suit 
against Lydon & Drews. That, he said,.was 
not an affair of his.. As to the suit against 
Mr. Asay he said: 

‘If Mr. Asay owes Mr. Trude anything 
he will pay it. If he does not, I will.”

EIGHT COMMITTEES OF THE HOUSE 
ARE ENLARGED, 


Representatives Nohe and Schubert 
Change Their Route to Springfield 
and Confer with the Speaker and 
Mr. Morris, Whereupon a Resolu- 
tion Is Presented and Adopted— 
Trouble Over the Steering Commit- 
tee—Bill to Tax Distilleries. 


Springfield, Ill., Feb, 15.—[Spectial.]—Under 
ordinary’ circumstances Representatives 
Nohe and Schubert patronized the Alton 
road between this city and Chicago. Today 
was an exctption to the general rule. They 
took the trip over the Illinois Central. Down 
about Kdnkakee Speaker Curtis got on the 
train, and Representative F. M. Morris was 
with him. Schubert, and Nohe, and Morris, 
and the Speaker got a drawing-room in the 
chair car, where they went into executive 
session. 

The House was called to order at 5 o’clock 
this afternoon, and after the transaction 
of a few items of unimportant business Mr. 
Morris arose, and, being recognized, sald he 
wanted to offer a resolution and ask its im- 
mediate consideration. It provides for an 
increase in the membership of some of the 
standing committees of the House, as fol- 
lows: :

The Speaker has shelved Nohe and Glade, 
two men who fought pretty hard for him 
when he was elected. This makes free lances 
out of Nohe and Glade for the remainder of 
the session.

OPPOSE EMERGENCY APPROPRIATIONS. 


Democrats to Take This Method to At- 
tempt to Head Offa New Ap- 
portionment, 


was 


Springfield, Ill., Feb. 15.—(Special.]—Mes- 
sick, Scott, and Jobe, the new Commission- 
ers of the Southern Penitentiary, have been 
down to Chester looking over the affairs of 
that institution. They find the Chester pris- 
on $58,000 in debt and there is not a dollar to 
run the institution for the next four months. 
They’ will meet tomorrow with Mr. Choisser, 
who was one of Gov. Altgeld’s Commission- 
ers, and get some additional facts relative 
to the institution. Then they will go before 
the Committee on Appropriations of the 
House and ask for an emergency appropria- 
tion to cover not only the debt but $50,000 to 
run the institution for four months. 

One hundred and two affirmative votes are 
required in the House and thirty-four in the 
Senate to get through an emergency Dill. 
The Republicans of the Senate have enough 
strength to do it this week. In the House 
they are seventeen shy of the requisite two- 
thirds. A few emergency bills have already. 
been passed by the assistance of Democratic 
votes. 

A lot of young Democrats, men who are 
here for the first time, have effected an or- 


ganization of mutual understanding by which. 


they will oppose all such appropriations. It 
is not so much that they don’t like the ap- 
propriation as it is because they want to head 
off a reapportionment of the State into judi- 
cial, Congressional, and Senatorial districts. 

There has been in the minds of some a 
serious doubt or quibble as to the right of the 
General Assembly under the Constitution to 
make anew Senatorialapportionment. This 
matter has, it is understood, been submitted 
in an unofficial way to Attorney-General 
Akin, who is of the opinion that under the 
Constitution the Legislature can reapportion 
the State into Senatorial districts. - There is 
no doubt as to the right respecting the other 
apportionments. The Congressional dis- 
tricts will be shaken up. Cook County will 
get seven Congressmen. Lake will be thrown 
intoa country district. This is the point that 
frightens the Democrats and this is the rea- 
son they are going to fight all emergency ap- 
propriation bills. 

Mrs. Flower of Chicago, who is one of the 
Trustees of the Champaign University, spent 
this morning with Gov. Tanner, trying to 
convince him of the absolute necessity of the 
erection of a large dormitory for girls at that 
institution. Gov. Tanner said he would not 
approve of the project. He would, however, 
do anything and everything in his power to 
see that the necessary repairs were made, 
but that is as far as he would go. 

Gov. Tanner will send in tomorrow the 
names of Krueghoff of Washington, Mitchell 
of Marion, and Hastings of Cairo as Trustees 
of the Anna Asylum. One of the Altgeld ap- 
pointees, although requested to resign, or 
having received an intimation to that effect, 
still holds his base. Gov. Tanner will re- 
move him tomorrow and in so doing will 
quote the language of the Supreme Court 
that he does not possess the necessary abil- 
ity for the proper performance of his duty. 

Judge Richard Yates of Jacksonville is a 
eandidate for the District Attorneyship of 
Southern Illinois. It is said he has the sup- 
port of Senator Cullom and the Republican 
members of the Legislature are signing pe- 
titions in his behalf.

Local leaders of organized labor are in- 
clined to laugh at the sensational letter 
written by J. R. Sovereign, in which he de- 
clares revolutionary societies are being 
formed among working people in all parts of 
the country. 

‘“‘Mr. Sovereign must be reduced to des- 
perate straits in his effort to keep the public 
from forgetting him,’ said M. J. Cafroll. 
“ He represents almost nothing in the labor 
world, and if there was any such movement 
on foot among the working people he would 
be the last man to be intrusted with tfie 
secret. Under his leadership the Knights of 
Labor have dwindled from the strongest to 
the weakest of labor organizations.” 

Secretary Sherman of the Building Trades 
Council said: ‘“‘ No such movement has de- 
veloped in Chicago to my knowledge.”’ 

E. A. Davis of the Engineers’ Union said:

DECISION OF LOWER COURT SUS- 


TAINED BY THE SUPREME COURT. 


Editor Will Have to Go to Penitentiary 
for Two Years and Pay a Fine of 
$2,000 — Justice Brown Heads the 
Decision—No Dissenting Opinions— 
Attempt toe Get a Rehearing Will 
Be Made—Little Hope That It Will 
Be Successful, 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—[Special.}— 
Joseph R. Dunlop, editor of the Chicago Dis- 
patch, will have to go to the penitentiary for 
two years and pay a fine of $2,000. The Su- 
preme Court today affirmed the decision of 
the lower court at Chicago, and as the opinion 
was unanimous there appears to be little 
hope of freedom for Mr. Dunlop. 

He telegraphed here this afternoon inquir- 
ing ‘as to the prospects for a rehearing, and 
his attorneys have determined to make an 
effort to have the case heard again, but there 
appears to be no occasion to believe that the 
move will be in any way successful. Justice 
Brown read the decision, which was a 
lengthy one, and dealt chiefly with the pure- 
ly technical points brought up by the defend- 
ant’s attorney. 

The principal points of error alleged were 
the refusal of the court to file the printed 
matter alleged to be obscene, the admission 
of improper’ testimony, including all the 
newspapers introduced, the refusal of the 
court at the conclusion of the government's 
testimony to direct a verdict of not guilty, 
prejudicial remarks by the District-Attor- 
ney during the trial, and the giving of im- 
proper instructions. 

Objectionable Matter Cited. 

In his decision Justice Brown called atten- 
tion to the fact that while the prosecution 
did not introduce in evidence the particular 
papers alleged to contain obscene matter 
they did cite particular ads by page and 
date and show that Dunlop’s name was at 
the head of the paper and that he was ac- 
knowledged to be the publisher. 

Justice Brown declared that the remarks 
of the District-Attorney to the effect that he 
could not find a venire where twelve men 
would not call this obscene was improper 
language, but as objection was made at the 
time and sustained by the court it was not 
necessarily an error. The defense made a 
Strong point of the fact that it had not been 
proved that McAfee, the St. Louis agent of 
the Society for the Suppression of Vice, actu- 
ally received the papers through the mail. 

The court held that as a messenger Was 
sent daily to the pestoffice the presumption 
was that the papers came through the mail, 
and a considcrable part,of the opinion was 
given up to a dissertation on the subject of 
circumstantial evidence, showing that the 
law always recognized the necessity of pre- 
suming certain facts when other facts have 
been proved. 

Main Point at Issue. 

The opinion finds that the main point at 
issue was that which the court actually lefi 
for the jury,to decide. This was whether 
any ordinary person would have any diffi- 
culty in divining the character of the adver- 
tisements on a casual reading. The Supreme 
Court holds that the decision of the jury in 
this particular was correct and that the ad- 
vertisements on their face were of such a 
character as to convey the impression at 
once that they related to immoral purposes 
and were to be used for improprieties direct- 
ly forbidden by law. 

No dissenting opinion was filed and Mr. 
Dunlop will have to go to the penitentiary 
as soon as the papers are received in Chicago 
unless some of the Judges should grant a 
stay of proceedings pending action on the 
petition for rehearing, which is not consid- 
ered probable. 


W. 5. FORREST TALKS OF THE DECISION

Expresses Unshaken Faith in the 
Soundness of His Brief—Mr. Dunlop 
Declares He Was “ Railroaded.” 


/ 

Attorney W. 8S. Forrest talked freely in 
regard to the decision of the Supreme Court 
and as to what he purposed doing in the 
matter af a rehearing. He said: 

“.I am surprised at it. I have unshaken 
faith in the soundness of my brief in the 
case before the Supreme Court. In the 
O’Malley case and in every other case that 
I ever tried I have experienced regrets tnat 
I did not do something differently and do it 
better. But in this case I can reproach my- 
self with nothing. The positions I took re- 
garding the law of the case are, in my judeg- 
ment, impregnable, and I am surprised the 
Supreme Court did not regard them so, too. 
It ought not to be overlooked, however, that 
a writ of error to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, unlike a writ of error to the 
Supreme Court of Illinois, does not take 
cognizance of the evidence in the case. It 
cannot be specifigd for error that the verdict 
was contrary to the evidence. The writ 
goes only to the errors in the course of the 
trial. 

Application for a Rehearing. 

“As to the future, I have already tele- 
graphed to Attorney Garland in Washington 
to apply for a rehearing, and the applica- 
tion will probably be made on the next mo- 
tion day, which will be next Monday. The 
rule of court in regard to rehearings is as 
follows: 

* *A petition for rehearing after judgment 
can be presented only at the term at which 
judgment is entered, unless by special leave 
granted during the term, and must be print- 
ed and briefiy and distinctly state its ground 
and be supported by certificate of counsel; 
and will not be granted, or permitted to be 
argued, unless a Justice who concurred in 
the judgment desires it and a majority of 
the court so determines.’ 

Small Prospect of Relief. 

“You will see from this that the pros- 
pects for any relief by a rehearing are sma!] 
and remote. The motion will not even be 
entertained unless some Justice favors it 
who concurred in the judgment. Even if 
it were granted the’ history of the court 
affords little reason to hope for a reversal, 
for there have not been more than a dozen 
reversals in the last century. Still, we mean 
to leave no stone unturned, because we be- 
lieve our cause is just, and while there is 
life there is hope. 

“When the rehearing is refused or the 
application is denied the usual procedure is 
for the Attorney-General to apply for a 
mandate, which, when procured, he sends 
by mail to the District Attorney in the dis- 
trict below. He files it with the Clerk of 
the District Court, and the Marshal takes 
notice of it and executes the sentence. The 
court below has no more to do with it and 
will entertain no motion for reopening the 
sentence. The consequence is it is impossi- 
ble to tell exactly when Mr. Dunlop will 
be arrested and sent to prison.”’ 

Mr. Danlop Talks. 

Mr. Dunlop said: 

I was ‘ railroaded’ through, that Its all. 
That my rivals were able to send an in- 
nocent man to the penitentiary is sad com- 
ment on the state of society. My eriemies 
have overthrown me, but it is a consolation 
to know that they cannot destroy my prop- 


erty. 

“ Will I live through it? You may be sure 
I will; I never felt better physically than I 
do today.”’ 

District Attorney Black éaid: 

“It is not for me either to compliment or 
to criticise a court of which I am an officer. 
But I suppose I may say that the decision 
of the Supreme Court in Dunlop’s case was 
a righteous one, and that I would have beun 
greatly surprised if it had been anything 
else than it was.’’ 

Judge Grosscup said he could not consent 
to make any comments on the case one way 
‘or the other.

WOMEN GET BACK AT W. HESING. 


Mrs. C. B. 8S. Wilcox for the W. Cc. T. U. 
Accuses Him of Making Unwarrant- 
able Charges—E. B. Smith Talks. 


At the noon meeting of the Christian Cit!- 
zenship League held in Willard Hall yester- 
day it became apparent the candidacy of 
Washington Hesing for the Mayoralty is not 
“altogether satisfactory to certain members 


of the league. 

Mrs. C. B. 8. Wilcox accused Mr. Hesing 
of making unwarrantable charges against 
the womanhood of the State in his speech be- 
fore the league the preceding Monday. He 
had said the Warden of the State’s prison at 
Joliet reported that between 60 and 70 per 
cent of the inmates of that institutfon were 
there because of the extravagance of their 
wives. Mrs. Wilcox then read a letter she 
had received from the Warden, in which he 
denied he had made such a statement, and 
said it would be impossible, as the percentage 
of those in the prison who were married or 
ever had been was much smaller than that 
stated. The letter further stated the. per- 
centages of prisoners who had been habitual 
drunkards, moderate-drinkers, and total ab- 
stainers as being respectively 22, 57, and 21. 

The Rev. C. S. Bullock pictured Washing- 
ton Hesing robed in white, according to the 
original idea in the word ‘‘ candidate,” and 
said, if he paraded the dity in that garb, 
his robe would be badly spotted before he 
made the rounds. Mr. Hesing, he said, 
should be sure his own fingers were clean 
before he cast a fling at womanhood. The 
speaker also opposed Mr. Hesing because 
the latter favored opening the World’s Fair 
on Sundays. 

The meeting held yesterday noon was one 
in the series at which Mayoralty candidates 
are announced to appear, but no candidate 
was on hand. On the contrary, the speaker 
was B. Burritt Smith, Vice-President of the 
Municipal Voters’ League, who announced 
that no member of the league was a candi- 
date for any office, or would become a candi- 
date. ° 

Mr. Smith explained the methods and 
purposes of the league, and outlined what 
it hopes to accomplish this year. After ex- 
pressing the hope that the reform element 
would be able-to get a majority in the Council 
Mr. Smith said: e 

“It is also of the greatest importance to 
elect a good Mayor this year. He should bea 
man of affairs, of unblemished reputation, of 
ability, free from prejudice, bold enough to 
act for the best interests of the city, even if 
his actions at the time were unpopular. 
Above all he should be free from alliances 
with any political machine, ready to act for 
pees public welfare, and with no ulterior mo- 
tive.’’

‘ROB IN MISERY’S CLOAK. 
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DR. GUNSAULUS TELLS OF IMPOSI- 
(| TIONS UPON THE CHARITABLE. 


Suffering in Chicago Is Impreved by 


Hundreds as an Opportunity to Se- 
cure Support Without Honest La- 
bor—Church Membership and Let- 
ters from the Well-Meaning Hawk- 
ed About as Stock in Trade—Anx- 
ious te Direct the Benevolent, 


—_— 


The appeals for assistance that have been 
made m the name of the poor, especially 
within the last month, are said to have 
brought about such indiscriminate giving 
that the results seem likely to be rather 
harmful than otherwise. Those who are in- 
terested in associated charities are the first 
to call a halt, maintaining that there is in 
Chicago a large class of the idle who are 
preying upon the’public and using its gen- 
erosity to serve unworthy ends. 

Among those who are most pronounced in 
their @pposition to mistaken liberality on 
the part of charitable people is Dr. F. W. 
Gunsaulus. Having himself been identified 
for many years with charitable work he has 
not infrequently been singled out as a victim 
for impostors. He cited a number of in- 
stances yesterday for the purpose of show- 
ing how dangerous it is to give to all who 
ask without first investigating whether the 
circumstances are as represented. 

However, Dr. Gunsaulus ts careful to make 
the reservation that it is not from these in- 
stances he wishes to have all charitable 
work judged. He majntains that these only 
illustrate the abuses of charity which are 
possible, and the danger there is of en- 
couraging the growth of a great indigent 
class which will not work because it can 
subsist without work. 


Injustice to the Deserving. 

‘‘T maintain,” said he, ‘‘ that if we do not 
find some way to check what is worse than 
wasted on these vicious people we will not 
have the means to supply the wants of those 
who are deserving. 

“By way of illustrating my meaning here 
are some of the requests for assistance that 
have come to me, together with what in- 
vestigation has shown concerning them. 

‘* The other day a man came to the Armour 
Institute for assistance and showed as cre- 
dentials a letter that was ten yearsold. He 
had used it so long he had come to regard it 
as his capital, but he offered to sell it for 
$10. There are letters of this kind, signed 
by influential men, which are actually trad- 
ed about, and they are used in all sorts of 
ways to impose on people. 

‘*T have here a letter from a fellow who 
hes gone to the expense of having a letter 
head printed, signing himself ‘ Doctor,” in 
a town not thirty miles from Chicago. He 
says he proposes to give himself to the 
Christian ministry, and all he wants is money 
enough to buy an overcoat. On investiga- 
tion he proves to be anything but a doctor, 
and he has threé overcoats, 


Woman Works Five Churches. 


‘“‘ There is a woman whom I know who has 
joined five churches. She has a little child, 
and the poor thing has been baptized at 
each of the five churches. Of course the 
child looked miserable when the mother 
brought it into the church, and there were 
always kind people who contributed liber- 
ally to buy clothes and put the mother in 
easy circumstances. 

“Only the other day a man came to me 
with a letter from a good but careless 
man, explaining that he was a converted 
priest—as if I would walk across 
the street to convert a man from one sect 
to another. He wanted $4.75 to pay a press- 
ing debt. I asked him what order he be- 
— to, whether he was a Dominican, or 
what. 

**A Dominican!’ he exclaimed, ‘I am a 
Protestant.’ 

"He went away, but I kept his letter so 
that he has not used it on any one else. 

‘A case that came directly under the no- 
tice of Dr. Milner of the Armour Mission 
was that of a woman who came to him for 
coal. A ton had been sent her a few days 
before. When she came for more her case 
was looked up, and it was fousd that she 
had received help from not only the Armour 
Mission, but also the South Side Taber- 
nacle, the County Agent, the Relief and 
Aid Society, and the Mayor’s Fund. More- 
over, she had been using for three years the 
same story about an invalid daughter 
in New York whom she was trying to bring 
home. 

Few Show Zeal for Work. 

** We had some files of THE TRIBUNE, run- 
ning for twelve years back, and when a man 
wanted assistance we would set him to 
work on them. I believe we tried nine men 
before we found one who would siick to the 
work. But the tenth man was worth the 
pains it took to find him. 

“What all this shows is that no help 


sheuld ever be given without first making ' 


a thorough investigation. Back of these 
people, who tell these stories, pitiful though 
they are, there may be a half dozen persons 
living in idleness and carousing. Rich men 
who give money indiscriminately are on this 
account really doing harm rather than good 
to the community.” 


Anxious for the Charitable. 


Upon the basis of the foregoing, Dr. Gun- 
saulus has made astatement of what hé con- 
siders a number of axiomatic truths in char- 
ity as follows: 

“It is a. fact.that indiscriminate giving 
uses up funds for those who are not really 
helped at the expense of rendering us unable 
to minister to those who could be really 
helped. 

“ The first thing to do is to create in the 
City of Chicago a conviction on the part of all 
who are likely to apply that work will be 
offered. 

“ Along with this charity must organize 
itself so that it can find, by all delicate and 
sympathetic approaches, the hidden and 
ane need of the modest and self-respect- 

ng. 

“The effect upon ehildren of the knowl- 
edge that the community may be approached 
miscellaneously for funds at any time is per- 
haps the most awful phase of this matter. 

“The effect upon generous and so-called 
Christian people in discovering that thcir 
benevolence miscarries, and not knowing 
that the miscarriage is the result of benevo- 
lent feelings but of unintellectual methods, is 
very demoralizing. 


Formation of Needless Societies. 


‘A noble resistance against the tendency 
to create out of a little and interesting circle 
of people a new society of some sort for 
benevolent purposes is one of the needs of 
the hour. 

““Now, of course, in the present crisis 
Mayor Swift acted courageously, oppor- 
tunely, and sensibly. This form of relief, 
however, can never be regarded as worthy 
of a permanent place; but when the moment 
comes for its discontinuance all the charity 
organizations of the city should be so fed- 
erated and made equal to the crisis that no 
one shall suffer in the transition from the 
employment of one system, which was used 
in an emergency, to the employment of the 
other system, which is good for all times 
and all emergencies. 

** Most people have no idea that the largest 
charity in the work is that which is con- 
tinually going on from the moderately poor 
to the itmmoderately poor. These are the 
cred any who have the secret of charity, often- 

mes. 

“This machirie must have for its soul 
personality, and for its aim the rescue and 
development of personality. 


Sufficient Help the Cheapest. 


“Four or five small contributions, from 
four or five different organizations, are 
never as serviceable as one decisive uplift- 
ing act of assistance, which lands the fam- 
ily safely, and places them on their feet, 
Sufficient relief is a saving, morally and 
economically. 

‘In order to remove the cause of distress 
you must treat the poor as you would your 
own family. You must watch them, be near 
to them. ‘As an eagle,’ etc. One must get 
close to a family in distress for a sure, clear 
study, and there must be uplifting, continu- 
ous, loving kindness brought to upon 
them with intelligence. ' 

“Unless you do this you cannot remove

lieve our fellow-men sufficiently compre- 
hensive to really meet the complex problem 
of modern life. It must not be confined to 
any one locality or spot or helping certain 
families, but it must be broadly 
throughout the city.

There were all sorts of intima- 
tions that certain leaders of the old ma- 
chinery, in case they control enough dele 
gates, will make Congressman Lorimer the 
nominee, This, however, was not generally 
credited. 

The Lorimer report grew out of the fact 
that Senator “ Eddy ’’ Dwyer spent Sunday 
with Mr. Lorimer in Pittsburg, gave him an 
account of the situation, and returned home 
yesterday morning. That they met at the 
Pennsylvania towm by appointment, and 
for the purpose of conferring upon the 
Mayoralty contest, is admitted, and it is 
understood the Congressman will arrive in 
Chicago next Friday morning, fully pre- 
pared to get right into the fight.

SHIPMENTS TO THE SEABOARD HEAVY. 


Suspicions of Crookedness on the Part 
of Some Lines in Securing 
Freight from the West. 


As a result of the heavy rate-cutting in- 
dulged in by the Chicago east-bound roads 
lately through shipments from. Chicago to 
seaboard points continue unusually heavy. 
Notwithstanding the orders issued by the 
managers of the joint traffic pool to stop 
cutting or manipulating freight rafes pend- 
ing the meeting of the Presidents on March 
2, when a reorganization of the pool is to be 
éffected, crooked practices still prevail on 
some of the roads. Those who are obeying 
the order have made enotigh contracts at 
cut rates to keep them busy for several 
weeks. " 

At St. Louis the east-bound freight rate 
is now much worse than at Chi- 
cago, and most of the corn from Western 
territory to the East is now going via St. 
Louis. Corn reported to have been shipped 
East from St. Louis yesterday amounted to 

2,000 bushels, while from Chicago to the 
East the shipments of corn did not amount 
to over 10@000 bushels. 

Total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the ten east-bound 
roads for the week ending Feb. 11 amounted 
to 838,439 tons, against 84,831 tons for the 
week previous and 68,857 tons for the corre- 
sponding week last year. Flour shipments 
last week were 11,282 tons, against 15,801 
tons last year; grain, 67,198 tons, against 
44,712 tons; provisions, 9,959 tons, against 
8,344 tons. *The percentages carried by the 
Various roads were as follows: Baltimore 
and Ohio, 6.4; Big Four, 8.5; Chicago and 
Erie, 12.5; Grand Trunk, 7.5; Lake Shore, 
12.0; Michigan Central, 15.7; Nickel Plate, 
ai cy emerge 8.6; Fort Wayne, 13.1; Wa- 

ash, 7.3. 


BAU CLAIRE LUMBER FIGHT ENDED. 


Milwaukee and St. Paul ‘will Make No 
Further Effort to Enforce the 
Commission’s Order. 


"After a hard fight which lasted nearly 
two years the Milwaukee and St. Paul rail- 
way has concluded to make no further ef- 
fort to maintain a differential rate of three 
cents per 100 pounds on lumber from Eau 
Claire, Wis., to Missouri River points. It 
gave notice yesterday that, effective Feb. 
24, rates on lumber from Eau Claire to Mis- 
souri River points, Sioux City, and South 
will be restored to the 21% cent basis. 

About two years ago the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission ordered the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul to maintain a three-cent differ- 
ertial from Eau Claire. The Northwestern’s 
Omaha line, however, did not care a snap 
for the Inter-State Commerce Commission’s 
decision and insisted upon meeting ‘every 
reduction made by the Milwaukee and St. 


Paul. 
A serious rate war resulted which has 
contimued until now. 


CASE APFIRMED BY SUPREME COURT. 


Atigntic and Pacific Not Entitled to 
Some Land to Which It 
Laid Claim.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—In the United 
States Supreme Court today an opinion was 
handed down by Justice Brown in the case 
of the Atlantic and Pacific railroad compa- 
ny vs. Robert Mingus, appealed from the 
decision of the Supreme Court of New Mex- 
ico. The case was an action of ejection 
brought by the railroad company to recover 
a parcel of land to which the company 
claimed title under its grant of 1866. The 
decision of the New Mexico court was 
against the railroad company and this de- 
cision was affirmed by the Supreme Court 
today on the ground that the grant had been 
forfeited. 

The case really involvedall the landof the 
Atlantic and Pacific grant not earned by the 
completion of the road up to that date. The 
land affected is that portion of the grant from 
Sepulpa in Indian Territory to Albuquerque, 
~ ew Mexico, and from Mojave to the Pacific 

cean. 


DISCRIMINATES AGAINST CHICAGO. 


Cumberland Dispatch Cuts Rates from 
Eastern Seaboard Points to 
St: Louts. 


Much excitement was caused in railroad 
circles here by the announcement that the 
Cumberland Dispatch fast freight line, 
which operates over the Norfolk and West- 
ern, hed cut west-bound rates from Balti- 
more to St. Louis nearly 30 percent. Unless 
this cut is met by the Hnes from seaboard 
points to Chicago the mercantile interests 
are bound to suffer. It is believed the Kan- 
awha Dispatch, which operates over the 
Big Four and Chesapeake and Ohio, and the 
National Dispatch, which operates over the 
Grand Trunk, will. meet the cut rates. 


Northern Pacific Sale Completed, 

Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 15.—The sale of the 
Northern Pacific railroad company’s prop- 
erties and the transfer to the Northern Pa- 
cific railway company, the purchaser, has 
been finally completed. Judge Jenkins en- 
tered an order in the United States court 
and directed Master Cary to execute the 
deeds transferring the property and sanc- 
tioning the disposition of the proceeds as 
made by the master. This is the last act in 
the disposition of the property, but it will be 
years and years before the court is done with 
the litigation.

The Rev. Mr. Bell, who was at one 
time a missionary to Northern India, made 
a short address and Dr. J. R. Strowbridge 
read a paper on ‘Some of the Necessaries 
of Life.”’ 

Col. William Brewer of the Salvation 
Army addressed the Congregational minis- 
ters’ meeting at the Sherman House.

Young People’s Union of,America will not 
be held in Brooklyn next July, as intended. 
The refusal of the traffic associations to 
grant a rate of one fare for the round trip 
was the subject discussed by the Executive 
committee of the union at its meeting yes- 
terday and arrangements were commenced 
whereby the place of holding the conven- 
tion may be changed to Chattanooga. The 
matter will be decided today. 


DEATH OF G. S. MOORE, A PIONEER, 


Emigrated from Ohio in 1851, Settling 
in Rockford, but Later Re- 
moved to Chicago. 


George 8S. Moore, an old resident of the 
West, died at the home of his son, William 
S. Moore, at South Evanston on Sunday 
night. Mr. Moore was born in Bucks Coun- 
ty, Pa., April 14, 1809. He removed to Zanes- 
ville, O., in 1839, and: two years later was 
appointed United States Marshal by Presi- 
dent Harrison. He came West in 1851, set- 
tling im Rockford, where he was agent of 
Frink’s stage line and ran a hotel. 

Afterward he removed to Chicago and had 
a photograph gallery in Lake street, where 
he was burned out in thegreatfire, Mos of 
his later years have been spent with his 
son at South Evanston. Mr. Moore leaves 
four children—William 8S. Moore and Eugene 
B. Moore of Chicago, Mrs. John Feish of 
Rockford, and Mrs. Eugene H. Fishburn, 
No. 422 Huron street. 

His death resulted from a stroke of apo- 
plexy while at supper on last Tuesday. The 
funeral services will be held from the South 
Evanston residence this afternoon at 2 
e’clock. Interment at Rosehill.

Washington Park race track has been 
suggested as an available site for the fair, 
while several halls throughout the city are 
proposed for the institute. 
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Eugene Cary, manager of the Western depart- 
ment of the German-American, expects to make 
arrangements within a few days for handling the 
business of the German Alliance, which will be 
run in connection with the German-American, 
The company began yesterday to accept risks in 
New York City.
